The softness of the 
bones'is so great a.-: to cause deformi- 
ties of the heaoV and of the long 
bones, especially tnose..of: the legs. 
The first symptom of rickets in a 
baby is usually .an .absence of . tone 
in'the skin. This results in profuse 
sweating1, sometimes confined to the 
head but at: times affecting the en- 
tire body. The mother notices that 
the child's pillow is wot after the 
daily nap, and'is at a Joss to:account 
for the fact..

•: 


Soon the baby becomes restless at 
night and is irritable, and cries when 
handled. If these danger signs are 
neglected the muscles become flabby 
and' the abdomen protuberant, and 
indigestion, constipation .or bi'onolil- 
tis may develop, ;\Veak. thin, flabby 
children are most frequently the suf- 


ferers from., rickets, but fat, over- 
weight. children are not free from it 
by any meafts. 
of sunshine Is a great factor. 


A child cannot prosper with poor 
hygienic 'home conditions, while a 
diet deficient In vitamins Is consid- 
ered responsible In many cases for 
these . symptoms. 
The Winter sea- 


son, 
with its bad weather and ab- 
sence' ot 'sunlight, furnishes by far 
the larger number of cases. 
It used to be claimed tliat arti- 


ficially fed babies were .more .likely 
to have rickets than the breast fed. 
Observation bus not borne out this 
theory. 
The prevention of rickets Is far 
easier than Its cure. It sunshine is 
not to be 'had. one of the sun-lamps 
will act as an excellent substitute. 
A treatment at least two or three 
times a ..week has proved most help- 
ful to the little patients. 
Fresh air and a diet rich in vitamin 


D are . essential to the child's wel- 
fare. Vitamin D. the "sunshine vita- 
linin." is found in :rnilk, orange juice. 
eggs and codliver, oil. 
The diet of

younger babies . should include 


the vegetable \vater — : the '"pot 'lik- 
ker." ..Strained 'vegetables for . the 
other children .are .very, beneficial.
